ANECDOTE OF JUDAH TOIIRO. 


The Now Orleans Picayune tolls tho fol- 


lowing story concerning one of the philan- 
thropists of that city in bygone days: 


"It happened once that a wandering Ori- 


ental missionary visited our city with a view 
of obtaining subscriptions to erect a Chris- 
tian chapel In Jerusalem.

FOREIGN TOUIUST ON THE HUDSON. 


Until a European comes to this country, 


he does not know what is a great river or 
what is n comfortable steamer. At all events 
I (a foreigner writing to the Sun) did not 
know. Tho lihiuo has absolutely nothing 
in common with tho Hudson. 
It would 


look a romantic streamlet if placed along- 
side tho mighty American river. 
In the 


lower portion of the Danube some places 
may bo found resembling tho upper aud 
duller part of the Hudson, but even there 
tho rushy swamps on both shores, tho isles 
iu the middle of the river, and the absence 
of auy habitations, like those scattered here 
all along tho left bank, change altogether 
tho general character of the picture. 
The 


great Russian Volga is, after all, perhaps 
the only European river—if European it can 
bo called—some of tho handsomest parts of 
which can ho compared to Iho Hudson. 
As 


to the Rhone, the Loiso, tho Thames, tho 
Elbe, the Ebro, or any others of tlio eo-called 
great European rivers, they nro all either 
aristocratic babies or dirty urchins when con- 
trasted with tho giant Hudson. There is little 
that can bocallcd strikingly picturesque about 
this river, certainly nothing romantic ; uo 
ancient boroughs or rums, no strongholds or 
castles, except n few mock schlosscs (includ- 
ing that of Edwin Forest) erected by persons 
apparently devoid of all scuso of 
ridicule. 


Everything looks rough, fresh, unfinished, 
provisional. Borne parts of tho western .shore 
especially aro oveu wild. But there is about 
tho whole an air of magnitude ami a calm, 
vast sort of charm which is perfectly de- 
lightful. 
It cannot be described; it must bo 


enjoyed. 
I fancy I could spend all tho 


Summer on board a steamer, nnd go daily 
up and down, from Fort Leo to Catskill and 
back, anil not get tired. 
Every hour of tho 


day offers now attractions in the play of 
light nnd shads over tho endless variety of 
beautiful landscapes. In a storm tho sight 
becomes quite imposing, especially if you 
happen to witness it somewhere obout Corn- 
wall Laudfug or in tho Tappaii Zco, whilo 
iu a moonlight night you are perfectly be- 
witched.

A neighbor of mine raised a number of 


bushels of tho Early Itoso potatoes last 
year. But when ho camo;to dig them in 
tho fall, he found nearly one-half of them 
rotten, and many of tho other half badly 
affected. Ho considered thorn nearly worth- 
less, and would Lavo fed them to his hogs, 
but upon tho advice of a friend ho reluc- 
tantly put them in his collar, and sprinkled 
them with limo. The .potatoes woro not 
disturbed during tbo Winter, and in tho 
Spring, when ho caino to osamiuo them, ho 
was agreeable surprised to find them, in a 
good condition. 
Tho limo hod dried up tho 


rot on thoso that had begun to decay in tho 
Fall, so that it was effectually stopped. 


But this method of preserving potatoes is 


not confined to them alono, for apples can 
bo kept in tho same way, equally as well ; 
only they will havo to bo wiped with a dry
